The  time  for  the  ortil  delivery  will  be  limited  to  twelve  minutes. 


It  is  proposed  to  collect  the  physiological  papers  and  addresses  of  Pro- 
fessor Martin  and  publish  them  as  one  of  tlie  memoirs  of  the  liiological 
Laboratory  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University.  This  plan  has  been  adopted 
in  response  to  suggestions  from  a  number  of  his  former  pupils  that  the  long 
and  valuable  services  of  Professor  Martin  to  the  university  and  his  brilliant 
contributions  to  .-Vmerican  physiology  and  biology  should  be  commemorated 
by  a  memorial  of  some  kind.  After  consultation  with  a  mimber  of  his 
friends,  it  has  been  decided  that  the  most  appropriate  form  of  memorial 
will  be  the  publication  in  a  handsome  volume  of  his  scientific  papers  and 
addresseli.  It  is  hoped  to  raise  a  fund  among  his  friends  sufficiently  large 
to  meet  the  cost  of  an  edition  of  about  300  co|)ies.  One  copy  will  be  sent 
to  each  person  or  institution  subscribing  ten  dollars,  and,  if  desired,  an* 
extra  copy  for  every  additional  ten  dollars  subscribed.  A  brief  statement 
will  be  made  upon  the  reverse  of  the  title  page  or  elsewhere,  to  the  effect 
that  the  volume  is  published  by  his  friends  and  former  pupils,  and  probab^) 
a  list  of  subscribers  will  be  appended.  As  the  work  will  be  placed  at  once 
in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  it  is  requested  that  subscriptions  be  ^.^nt 
promptly  in  the  form  of  checks  or  money  orders  made  payable  to  Professor 
\V.  H.  Howell,  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Baltimore.  ' 


Dr.  \V.  C.  L.  Gorton  died  in  Baltimore,  November  8,  1894,  aged  28 
years,  after  an  illness  which  lasted  five  weeks.  Dr.  Gorton  graduated  at 
the  Baltimore  City  College  in  1883,  and  entered  the  Johns  Hopkins  U"' 
versity  the  following  October.  He  graduated  as  a  Bachelor  of  .Aj-ts  in  June 
1886,  and  as  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  June  1889..  He  held  an  Honorary 
Hopkins  Scholarship  throughout  his  undergraduate  course,  and  on  gradu- 
ating was  appointed  to  a  University  Scholarship.  He  was  then  successively 
a  Fellow  in  Mathematics  and  a  Fellow  by  Courtesy.  When  the  Woman's 
College  of  Baltimore  ^egan  its  work,  he  was  appointed  Associate  Professor 
of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy,  and  last  Spring  he  was  made  Professor. 


Professor  William  M.  Ramsay,  M.  A.,  of  the  l^niversity  of  Aberdeen, 
gave  the  annual  course  of  lectures,  on  the  Levering  foundation,  before  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  tljis  University,  October  19,  20,  21, 
22,  1894.     The  subject  of  the  course  was  "PaiiZ  Ihe  TraveUer." 

The  usual  Opening  .■Assembly  of  the  year  took  place  in  McCoy  Hall, 
on  the  evening  of  Monday,  October  8.  President  Gilman  made  a  brief, 
informal  statement  of  the  uses  to  which  the  new  building  is  to  be  put, 
and  later  all  the  rooms  were  thrown  open  for  inspection.  Nearly  a  thou- 
sand persons  were  present.  =
